"The average number of inmates 


to the number of 'employees is 
about, (i 1-2 and the support and 
maintenance expenditures for the 
last seven years is an annual river- 
age of $322.S I per Inmate., as com- 
pared with $702.71 for each inmate 
at tie fiirls training school, (ialnes- 
vllle, or $251.1:: for the Juvenile 
trailiK school. Gainesville, or $450.- 
fi» for the home for dependent and 
neglected children. Waco. 
This 


average for "the homes at Waco is 
for five years only, or since its 
establishment- and runs somewhat 
high because the number of in- 
mates, for lack of accommodation, 
has been low. 


Courts Take Action 


"While children now sometimes 


<are committed by the courts to the 
Corslcana orphans home, it seems 
to me that since the establishment 
of the Institution at Waco, and the 
girls training school, at Gainesville, 
fills -would not be done. 
In my 


opinion, juvenile offenders against 
the law should be sent either to 
Oatesville or Gainesville; neglect- 
ed and dependent not offenders. 
should be sent to the Corsicana 
school 
The law establishing this 


Institution stales that 'all children 
under the age of 14 years shall 
bo admitted subject only to such 
restrictions as the board may deem 
requisite to the welfare of said 
home," and this provision restricts 
the maximum age at which a child 
shall be received into the instilii 
tion at 14 years. Prior to the estab- 
lishment of the. school at Waco, it 
probably was desirable, at times, to 
have -children 
committed 
to the 


Oorsk'ana institution; that is to* 
stay, when they were puvenile of- 
fenders as well as orphans, 
put 


glnce the establishment of the girls 
training school and the Waco insti 
tutlon, there is no longer necessary 
that children be committed to the 
Corsicana institution. 
It should be 


reserved for orphans dependent but 
not necessarily neglected. 


"The privileges of the school un- 


doubtedly have been abused. There 
are many children there who do not 


> properly belong, but whose parents 
have secured their entrance in or- 
der to be relieved of responsibil- 
ity."There is a state law providing 
tor punishment of a husba.m who 
abandons his wife, but it do.-s not 
seem to be effective. 
If men are 


prosecuted and put In jail, they 
remain at the expense of the coun- 
ty, therefore, county officers sie 
reluctant to 
follow 
up cases of 


abandonment- 
The law should be 


more stringent, and fathers who 
abandon their wives and children 
should be sunt to the state prison 
upon conviction, rather than to jail. 


"The 
Institution 
for 
several 


years has maintained a school com 
parable to one of the public schools 
of the state—from the kindergarten 
to the high school. Hut the school 
had neglected, as the Institution at 
Oatesville had done, without man- 
ual training. 


Manual Training Work 


"Four years ago the Hoard of 


Control secured a small appropria- 
tion for the manual training build- 
ing which subsequently was en- 
larged. 
The school now has the 


elements of a beginning in manual 
training work. 


"It Is merely a beginning, and 


until this year, the work was not 
properly Incorporated, or collcrat 
ert, with the other school work at 
the institution. 
There Is not, the 


Name necessity or urgency for In- 
duitrlal training that there is at 
the 
Juvenile 
training 
school 
at 


Oat"B<>ule. 
But it should be de 


veloped and emphasized. In order 
that boys or girls may be made as 
independent as pgactioablc when 
they finish. 


"At the end of the present 


onnlum. the institution will be fair- 
ly supplied with buildings and with 
equipment. 
As it grows and de 


velops greater stress 
should 
be 


laid upon the industrial side of the 
Institution, and not so much upon 
purely high school work."
